When different colored 
corks were suspended over ahat- 
chery pond, the fish all gathered 
under the red one.

Flag didh’t start 
with Betsy in 1777 


try. But, to many Americans 
the story of our nation’s flag is 
a mystery. 

It would be very wrong to think 
that the story of the flag started 
with Betsy Ross in 1777, The 
full story begins at least 200 
years earlier! The Pilgrims 
who came to Plymouth in 1620 
had spent several years in Hol- 
land. The flag of Leiden, a town 
in Holland, was of 13 red and 
white stripes. Though it never 
became the national flag of Hol- 
land, it had a red strip for each 
of the 7 Dutch provinces and was 
flown by the Dutch Navy. Red 
and white stripes began to re-~ 
present religious and political 
freedom to the people. 

In 1643 Plymouth, New Haven, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut 
organized for defense against the 
Indians and flew a flag of 4 
red stripes, representing each 
one of the colonies. In this way, 
the leaders expressed their 
thanks to Holland, which had 
sheltered them during their reli- 
gious exile. By 1775 the flag 
had acquired 13 stripes as ad- 
ditional colonies were added. in 
England, this flag was called the 
‘Rebellious Stripes’, A small 
Union Jack, the flag of England, 
was added in the upper left-hand 
corner to show that the colonies 


recognized the mother country, ~ 


but that they would not be sup- 
pressed by the laws of an unjust 
king. 

After the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Union Jack in the 
corner had no significance, so it 
was replaced by a symbol of our 
own union of 13 states. Why 
stars were chosen for this sym- 
bol is not quite certain; how- 
ever, a resolution from Congress 
decreed that the official flag of the 
13 United States was 13 red and 
white stripes and 13 white stars 
on a blue field representing a new 
constellation. 

General Washington didcome 
to Betsy Ross’ shop in Phila- 
delphia with a rough drawing. 


The only changes that she sug- 
gested in the design were that 
the stars have 5 points instead 
of 6 and be placed in a circle. 
Her suggestions were accepted 
and the 1777 flag has always been 
known as the Betsy Ross flag. 
Eighteen years later, two more 
stars and stripes were added to 


include: the new states of Ver- . 


mont and Kentucky. This was the 
flag that was “so gallantly 
streaming” when The Star 
Spangled Banner was written. 

As more states were added the 
question naturally arose as to 
whether the stripes as well as 
the stars should be increased. 
In 1818, Congress decreed that 
the flag should revert to the ori- 
ginal 13 stripes and that a white 
star be added for each new state.

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Vacation costs are up 


for county families 


New York, June 16 - To Char- 
levoix County families who will 
be spending their vacations this 
summer by. taking automobile 
trips to the hinterlands, be pre- 
pared. Costs are up. 


Food, gasoline, lodging for the: 


night, tolls and sales taxes in 
many places will be found to 
be higher than in previous years. 

Two years ago, according to 
a.survey made then by the A- 
merican Automobile Association, 
a day on the road cost about 
$36 per couple. Now, at today’s 
prices, it takes nearly $41, it 
is estimated. 

This assumes that they cover 
300 miles a day and that they 
get 15 miles to the gallon * 
gas. 

Thus, a two-week trip for two 
Charlevoix County people will 
cost approximately $574. And 


that is just for the necessities. 
It does not take care of any 
the 13.6 cents that the AAA re- 
ported in 1967. . 

Most of it, $1,160, is for fix- 
ed costs, which have nothing to 
do with how much the car is 
used. This includes deprecia- 
tion insurance and license fees. 

The variable costs, chiefly for 
gas and oil, total $390 for 10,000- 
mile usage. 

Based upon the 6,970 cars in 
operation locally, residents of 
Charlevoix County are spending 
some $10,804,000 a year in this 
direction. 

The record number of cars in 
the area has also been a boom 
to local service stations. Their 
business volume in 1968 came to 
$2,586,000. 

The facts and figures are bas- 
ed upon the latest reports from 


the Commerce Clearing House, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
and others. 

The $41-per-day budget breaks 
down to $15.50 for meals and 
snacks, or $2.50 more than in 
1967 , $13.00 for sleeping ac- 
commodations, $1 increase, $9 
for gas and oil, also $1 more, 
and $3.50 for tips and miscel- 
laneous, an increase of 50 cents. 

In addition to the cost of a 
vacation being higher, the annual 
expense involved in the owner- 
ship and operation of a car has 
mounted considerably. 

For the typical driver of a 
standard-sized car in the medium 
price range, driven 10,000 miles 
a year, it now comes to $1,550, 
it is estimated. The cost per 
mile, 15.5 cents, compares with 
outlays for amusements, sou- 
venirs or admissions to places 
of interest.

Charlevoix - For Charlevoix 
County’s retail merchants, 1968 
proved to be a good year, the 
final figures show. 

Because local families, as a 
whole, were in comparatively 
good financial shape and spent 
their money accordingly, expen- 
ditures for goods and services 
hit a new high. 

The details are noted in the 
annual survey made by the Stan- 
dard Rate and Data Service. It 
reveals just how much was spent 
locally for food, clothing, auto- 
mobiles, furniture, drugs and 
other items. 

Comparable data is given for 
communities in other parts of the 
country. 

In Charlevoix County, the fig- 
ures show, food was in the top 
spot. Local residents spent more 
of their money in that direction 
than in any other. 

Their ‘expenditures in local 
grocery stores, meat markets, 
bakeries, delicatessens and other 
stores selling food for home con- 
sumption, came to a grand total 
of $7,557,000. an increase over 
the previous year’s $7,228,000. 

This was exclusive of the a- 
mount spent in restaurants and 
in other places where food and 


drink are consumed on the 
premises. 
In effect, approximately 28 


cents out of every dollar spent 
in local retail stores was for 
take-home food. This was more 
than in many localities. 

In general, throughout the Unit- 
ed States, 22 cents went for that 


county 


purpose and, in the East North 
Central States, 21 cents. 

What each family’s food bill 
for the year would have amount- 
ed to, if the total were divided 
uniformly among the local popu- 
lation, would be $2,081 per 
family. 

The report indicates that bus- 
iness was good in the area for 
most other types of retail bus~ 
iness also, 

Sales of cars and other auto- 
motive equipment, including 
boats and motorcycles, totaled 
$5,174,000, as against the pre- 
vious year’s $4,145,000. 

General merchandise and de-~ 


partment stores chalked up 
$760,000. In 1967 they did 
$566,000. 


Sales of shoes, hats, coats 
and other kinds of wearing ap- 
parel came to $1,195,000, against 
the prior total of $940,000. 

Stores selling furniture and 
other home equipment and fur- 
nishings grossed $1,715,000, as 
compared with their 1967 volume 
of $1,240,000.

Waterways ‘Commissioner 
Wilson stated before the legisla- 
ture that the ramp here was.need~ 
ed, in spite of salmon fishing 
considerations due to the ideal 
cruising qualities of the lake as 
well as its fine steelhead fish- 
ing grounds. 


The city is awaiting permits 
for the start of construction from 
both the Corps of Army Engineers 
as well as the Conservation De- 
partment. 

Final date for objectors to 
file complaints against the pro- 
ject was June 16th. 

City Mgr. Tompkins said that 
it was merely a matter of for- 
mality now, since to the best of 
his knowledge there were no ob- 
jectors to the ramp by the fed- 
eral deadline of June 16th and 
the state automatically is- 
sues such permits on their own 
projects if there is no objec- 
tions 
gineers. - 

The ramp will be constructed 
on city-owned property just north 
of the Essex Wire plant on North 
Lake Street. It will have ac- 
commodations for approximately 
200 craft. — ,

Dr. Robert Hieber, President 
of the American Guild of Hand- 
bell Ringers, and 13 junior high 
school boys of the Trinity Meth- 
odist Church of Grand Rapids 
played the Dedicatory Concert 
on the new gift to The First 
Presbyterian Church of East Jor- 
dan of the set of English Hand- 
bells.

new Presbyterian bells were cast 
of a metal which is an alloy of 
copper and tin, and each bell is 
hand cast and hand tuned. The 
clappers are made of nylon, felt 
or leather, and the resulting tone 
is quite mellow. The tuning is a 
slow process since the bells are 
played in chords and must blend 
perfectly. 

Handbelis originated during the 
Middle Ages as.pictured in the 
Worms Bible of 1148 which shows 
a figure striking with a hammer 
on eight bells arranged to forma 
scale. In the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, the handbells were used 
in England by Tower Bell Rin- 
gers to practice the changes that 
were rung from the church to- 
wers on Sunday mornings or on 
Festival Days. These changes 
are based on various formulae 
done rhythmically wherein a 
change is made in each series 
of rings. Change ringing is 


done by trained teams, of which

there are many in England. 

Not much printed music is 
available for handbells, and the 
director must arrange the music 
for the particular set of bells 
that he has, or exchange music 
with another group which has a: 
similar set. The boys ring in 
pairs, and they read two staves 
of music at once, as do pianists. 


Though. a fascinating art, the 
playing of handbells taxes one’s 
rhythmic sense, and since the 
bells can be sounded loudly or 
softly, there is a certain amount 
of artistic sensitivity required. 
To play the lower bells requires 
strong wrist and arm muscles. 


Some of the requirements of a 
good bell ringer were taken from 
the belfry of a church in England: 
‘‘Who rings this belle, Let him 
look welle, To hone and hedde 
and herte, Ye honde for werke, 
Ye hedde for wytte, Ye herte for 
worshyppe.”’ :

to bargains 


Recently a Detroit man bought 
a $350 German camera for $25 
from the police department and 
drove home in a station wagon 
he had purchased for $700 less 
than market value. In another 
section of the city, a private 
trucking company sold, among 
other things, a new $300 refri- 
gerator for $45; a new: .20- 


‘foot boat complete ‘with outbdard- 


for $75, anda table saw’ ‘for 
$35! Bargains such as these are 
availiable to everyone inall major 
cities. So, if you’re spending 
your vacation visiting relatives 
in one of the big cities, the sim- 
ple secret is to find out when and 
where auction sales are being 
held by various Federal, state 
and local agencies. 

Police departments in large ci- 

. ties hold regular public auctions, 
where everything from auto- 
mobiles to zircons is offered to 
the highest bidder. Generally, 
things from this source are used. 
However, occasionally some con- 
fiscated merchandise, recovered 
stolen goods or objects abandon- 
ed will be brand new. A police 
auction is an ideal place to find 
a bicycle. There are always 
plenty of bikes at a few dollars 
each. 

Items for sale can usually be 
examined before the auction be- 
gins. Mechanical objects some- 
times require repair, but a gen- 
eral estimate of their condition 

_ is listed. No items are offered 

that are beyond easy repair, since 
real junk is sold in bulk to 


junk dealers. Bus, train and 
airlines have a wide range of 
things that have been lost, re- 
covered from theft, abandoned or 
unclaimed. These must be li- 
quidated due to lack of storage 
space and complicated account- 
ing. The price received for mer- 
chandise is incidental to the real 
problem of disposing ofthe items 
as quickly and easily as/possible, 
so public auction is the logical 
answer. 


The U.S. Post Office holds the 
most frequent sales. Each year 
the Post Office acquires over a 
half-million unclaimed or dam- 
aged packages, which are even- 
tually sold through auction. 
These sales include almost any- 
thing that can be shipped through 
the mail. As with all govern- 
ment sales, postal auctions are 
open to the public, and every- 
thing over a dollar, goes to the 
highest bidder. 


At all Federal sales, where 
there are similar items, they are 
often packaged and sold in lots. 
Although you might want only one 


item, the price for the entire lot- 


will usually be low to warrant 
purchase. It’s possible to sell 
the ones you donot want, and wind 
up making money on the deal. 
Notices of auctions are listed in 
all newspapers. Catalogues of 
merchandise are distributed free 
before each sale. If you request 
your name be added to regular 
auction lists, you can receive an 
advance notice and catalog

Retaining our balance 


Occasionally our readers 
may become a bit exasperat- 
ed with what may seem like 
our preoccupation with vital 
Statistics as well as finan-

what is known as the Char- 


“Emmet Intermediate School 


District. 

He stated that 47 percent of 
revenues for the intermediate 
district’s special education 
program came from Charle- 
voix County while 70 per cent 
of the disbursements being 
made for special education 
were being made in Emmet 
County - - mostly Petoskey. 

That’s interesting. 

It proves to be even more 
interesting in view of the fact 
that Supt, Robinson also stat- 
ed that Emmet County’s con- 
tribution to the ‘‘pie’’? was 39 
per cent while Antrim Coun- 
ty’s was 10 per cent and Che- 
boygan’s was 4 percent, 

From the standpoint of tax 
base, this indicates that Char- 
levoix County has surpassed 
Emmet County in the value of

Tax revision 


Tax revision in the United

- Last week, Telles 
got her wish — 


Telles O’Brien, who for the 
past six years was Grandvue Care 
Facility’s artist in residence, 
died last week. She was 94. 

The fact that someone died at 
Grandvue doesn’t usually prompt 
me to head for the typewriter 
- ~ but Telles was kind of spe- 
cial. She had one of those kind 
of histories that now youcan only 
read about. . 

A native of Ohio, Telles came 
to Beaver Island with her phy- 
sician husband when the island 
was nothing but a wilderness 
outpost, inhabited by a few Irish 
fishermen families and a hand- 
ful of Indians. Times were 
tough - - but so was Telles. 
She survived two husbands, ran 
a business and endured a life 
which would have killed most 
women ~- - living on a desolate 
island which was totally isolated 
from civilization during the win- 
ter months when a gulf of ice 
separated the island from Char- 
levoix, some 30 miles away. 


Six years ago, Telles left her 
beloved island to become a per- 
manent resident of the county’s 
facility for theaged - - Grandvue. 


A year agoI met Telles. The 
fact that my last name was Smith 
didn’t impress Telles. The fact 
that my mother’s maiden name 
was Gallagher - - one of the 
Gallaghers from Beaver Island, 
made an instant hit. 

When I met her, Telles was 
confined to a wheel chair with a 
broken hip. However, she paint- 
ed daily in therapy sessions, and 
two of her paintings were being 
forwarded to the National Art 
Dealers Convention in Los Angel- 
es, by Doris and Bill Huckle, 
East Jordan photography and art 
supply shop owners. The paint- 
ings were going to be shown in 
a special art for rehabilitation 
exhibit at the convention. That 
Telles had a chance of winning 
anything at the convention seemed 
remote, but my reason for seeing 


TELLES O’Brien, displaying some of her paintings, which 
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her was to get some type of story 
about the sweetheart of Grand- 
vue, who was the facility’s artist 
in residence since she happened 
to be a resident. . 

Three months later, her paint- 
ings came back from the conven- 
tion -'- with an honorable men- 
tion award, a congratulatory let- 
ter and a check for Telles. 

I wish I could have been there 
when news of Telles’ winning 
reached Grandvue. They say that 
after nurses told Telles of her 
good fortune, she clutched the a- 
ward, and with Irish dimples qui- 
vering said. . “TI shall al- 
ways treasure this. . .” 

Up until her death, Telles 
painted daily in therapy sessions. 
Most of her canvasses captured 
scenes from Beaver Island, for 
it was the island scenes that she 
painted best. And it was the is- 
land that Telles talked about when 
expressing her continual wish - - 
to go home. Last week, Telles 
OBrien got her wish.
